A YOUNG woman from So- 
ham was killed when her car 
left the road at Red Lodge, 
near Newmarket, last Friday. 

Suffolk police were called 
just after midnight to reports 
a vehicle had been found off 
the All southbound. 

The body of Lauren Danks, 
22, was found inside a Cit¬ 
roen car. 

Police began an investiga¬ 
tion and discovered a second 
vehicle - a Jaguar - had been 
involved.

This vehicle was then 
traced and recovered by po¬ 
lice. 

A 63-year-old man from 
the Brandon area was arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving, 
drink-driving, and failing to 
stop following a road traffic 
collision. 

He was taken to Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investiga¬ 
tion Centre for questioning 
and has been released on 


bail until Saturday, May 6, 
2017, pending further in¬ 
quiries. 

The police investigation 
closed the road for nearly 12 
hours causing huge tailbacks 
with vehicles backing up all 
the way to Newmarket.

FIREWORKS 

Display stops 
after accident 


AN ORGANISED fireworks 
display had to be stopped 
early on Saturday after a 
volunteer was injured. 

An ambulance crew was 
called to treat Ollie Griffin, 
26, at the Ely XT display on 
Cherry Hill after a firework 
exploded in his face. 

After being treated on 
site he was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge with facial impact 
injuries. 

The display was immedi¬ 
ate stopped after the acci¬ 
dent, 12 minutes after the 
start and ground staff went 
to the volunteer’s aid. 

A spokesman for the East 
of England Ambulance 
Service said: “We sent an 
ambulance crew which ar¬ 
rived on scene within six 
minutes. 

“The initial call said he 
might have suffered burns 
to the face but once as¬ 
sessed he had not suffered 
any burns but suffered an 
impact injury.” 

Mr Griffin is now at home

recovering. 

Writing on Facebook last 
Sunday he said: “I had a 
firework incident last night 
while firing for the bonfire 
society. 

“A cake (type of firework) 
was lit by maybe a flash 
over and struck me. Hitting 
the side of my face. 

“Fortunately all injuries 
occurred were superficial 
burns and a swollen eye 
which will recover.” 

He added: “Looking for¬ 
ward to a speedy recovery. 
It hasn’t knocked me in any¬ 
way. I’m overwhelmed with 
the supportive messages.” 

The incident happened 
after damp conditions 
forced the display team to 
light the fireworks manual¬ 
ly instead of electronically. 

Fortunately, Mr Griffin 
escaped more serious inju¬ 
ries because he was wear¬ 
ing a protective suit and 


fine mesh mask. 

A post on organisers Bat¬ 
tel Bonfire Boyes Facebook 
page said: “At last night’s Ely 
XT firework display one of 
our firework crew was un¬ 
fortunately injured during 
the display. 

“He is now recovering 
well at home. We would like 
to thank the Ely XT com¬ 
mittee, the on-site first aid¬ 
ers and all members of the 
public who have wished 
him a speedy recovery.” 

It is estimated around 
6,000 people attended the 
annual event which has 
been running for 41 years 
and is widely regarded to 
one of the best in the re¬ 
gion. 

Members of the public 
took to a social media site 
to offer their support and 
wish Mr Griffin a speedy re¬ 
covery. 

One wrote: “Hope he 
makes a speedy recovery! 
As always the fireworks we 
saw were amazing! Just 
hope the man is okay.”

BT reckons it's the end of the line for 26 phone boxes 


THE number of public phone boxes 
across the Ely area is set to be halved. 

BT said that public phone usage 
has plummeted by more than 90 
per cent due to the use of mobile 
phones in the past decade and was 
continuing to fall. 


More than half of the 26 Ely area 
boxes under threat did not rack 
up even a single call over the last 
year and the most well-used only 
managed 14 calls. 

A BT spokesman said: "In all 
instances where there's no other 


payphone within 400 metres, we'll 
ask for consent from the local 
authority to remove the payphone. 

"As an alternative to removal, we 
will continue to actively promote 
the Adopt a Kiosk scheme to all 
councils whilst being committed 


to maintaining the payphones that 
remain." 

Some disused phone boxes 
earmarked for heritage conversation 
by councils have been turned into 
mini coffee kiosks, while in St Neots 
one is a free community library.

Dog in vicious 
attack put down 


A HOLISTIC healer and life 
coach chose to put down 
two family dogs after one 
viciously attacked his neigh¬ 
bour, a court heard. 

Ian Richardson, 53, of 
Newtown Road, Hadden- 
ham, had earlier pleaded 
guilty at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court to being in 
charge of a dog dangerously 
out of control. 

Richardson received a 
12-month community or¬ 
der under which he must 
complete 120 hours unpaid 
work. He was also ordered 
to pay £500 compensation 
to the victim, £85 towards 
court costs and a £85 sur¬ 
charge. 

The dog Zeus, which was 
on a lead, attacked Victoria 
Abbot outside her home on 
Newton Road while she put 
out her rubbish and chatted 
to Richardson on August 8, 
the court was told last week. 

Ms Abbot, who was taken 
to hospital, was bitten on 
her forearm, had tendons in 
her right hand torn and has 
been left in fear of her own 
pet dogs. 

An earlier hearing had

been adjourned while de¬ 
liberations were made on 
whether Zeus, a Stafford¬ 
shire Bull Terrier cross, 
needed to be destroyed. 

But the court was told 
Richardson, an electronic 
engineer for the Co-op and 
a holistic healer and life 
coach, had voluntarily de¬ 
cided to have him put down. 

Zeus, and another pet dog 
called Freya, both 12 years 
old, were put down on the 
advice of a vet. 

Prosecutor Paul Brown 
said: “The victim and the 
defendant know each other 
very well. They live in the 
same area. 

“The victim was putting 
her rubbish out. She saw Mr 
Richardson walking down 
the street. 

“They stopped to speak to 
each other. She hadn’t done 
anything to antagonise the 
dog. 

“All of a sudden she heard 
‘move!’ Then the dog has 
bitten her on the right hand. 


He’s gone through her finger 
from the top to the bottom. 

“She struck the jaw area of 
the dog and he loosened the 
grip on the finger [then] he 
bit down on her forearm.” 

Mr Brown said Ms Abbot 
was sent by a GP to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital where she 
had an operation to stretch 
the tendons in her damaged 
hand. 

He added: “It’s left her in 
fear towards dogs. She is 
wary even of her own dogs.” 

In mitigation Maryam 
Bassily said Richardson’s 
family had already been 
discussing having Freya put 
down but following a vet’s 
advice they had both dogs 
destroyed. 

Of the incident she said: “It 
was not foreseen. He had no 
idea this would take place. It 
was out of character. There 
was no way Mr Richardson 
or the victim could have 
foreseen what took place.”

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Hopes Whips 
are ignored 

ANNA Soubry MP (Conservative, 
Broxstowe), whom I admire for 
her courage in standing up to the 
Tory Brexiters, has said that "the 
majority of MPs, mindful of the 
EU referendum result in their area, 
would vote in favour of invoking 
Article 50." 

I fear that Ms Soubry is mistaken. 

First, the referendum was advisory. 
No MP has to take the advice that 
the referendum offered. 

Second, MPs are elected and paid 
to exercise their judgement. They are 
not elected and paid to carry out the 
'decisions' of the electorates in their 
constituencies. 

Third, the referendum results 
were not the same everywhere. My 
MP's constituency of South East 
Cambridgeshire consists of part of 
East Cambridgeshire District (the 
electors of which voted to Leave by 
24,487 to 23,599 and where there 
was a 77.07% turnout) and part of 
South Cambridgeshire District (the 
electors of which voted to Remain by 
56,128 to 30,061 and where there 
was a turnout of 81.22%). 

So, noting Ms Soubry's point, does 
Lucy Frazer QC MP (Conservative, 
South East Cambridgeshire) vote 
in favour of invoking Article 50, 
mindful of the referendum result 
from East Cambridgeshire District, or 
against invoking Article 50, mindful 
of the referendum result from South 
Cambridgeshire District? 

Or does she do as I would prefer, 
which is to exercise her judgement? 
As Ms Frazer has said that she herself 
voted to Remain I hope very much 
that the balance of her judgement, 
not only as my MP but also as an 
eminent legal eagle from London, 
is that she will vote against invoking 
Article 50. But the problem with that 
is the Conservative Whips. 


It is my opinion and my hope that 
Ms Frazer's judgement is that she will 
tell the Conservative Whips that her 
judgement over-rides their whipping.

NURSES across the Eastern region 
are urging the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to scrap the 1 per cent 
pay cap when he delivers his 
Autumn Statement on November 23. 

The 1 per cent cap on pay 
increases for public sector workers 
has meant that some nurses have 
seen their pay fall by up to 14 per 
cent in real terms since 2010 - a 
massive impact. In our region some 
NHS trusts are facing a recruitment 
crisis which could mean they will 
soon lack the staff needed to provide 
safe patient care. 

Nurses are telling us they struggle 
to cope on their current pay levels 
and feel undervalued which leads 
to low morale and staff leaving 
the profession for good. Unless 
the Chancellor takes urgent steps 
to ensure nursing pay reflects the 
complexity and value of the role, the 
nursing profession is being led into 
crisis.

The judges got 
it right

Parliament 
needs to Act 

FAR from being "enemies of the 
people", the High Court judges 
exercised their most important 
duty, that is to say defending the 
people against politicians seeking 
to execute government executive 
policy decisions without the approval 
of Parliament (in this case to start 
withdrawal from the EU by triggering 
Article 50). 

The court in its judgment was 
unequivocal in defining UK 
sovereignty and in establishing the 
subordinate status of prerogative 
powers claimed in respect of Article 
50. 

MPs are elected and paid by 
us, on our behalf to read, study, 
research, consider possible 
consequences and debate and vote 
on issues almost all of which are 
too complex for us, the people, to 
examine in detail in such spare time 
as we have. Their decisions, after 
scrutiny and possible amendment 
by the Lords, and with the assent 
of the monarch, result in Acts of 
Parliament. 

An Act of Parliament was 
necessary for the EU referendum; 
when the Bill came before MPs they 
were told, in the context of a briefing 
on the subject of referendums 
(unfamiliar constitutional territory for 
us all), that the referendum would 
not be binding; so, surely an Act 
of Parliament must be required to 
initiate withdrawal from Europe.

Director Denis Villeneuve and 
screenwriter Eric Heisserer 
aren't interested in Independ¬ 
ence Day-style pyrotechnics, 
although their film is punctuated 
with impressive visual sequences. 

Like Close Encounters Of The 
Third Kind, Arrival philosophises 
and digests before it considers 
locking and loading a weapon. 

Twelve giant obloid spacecraft 


enter Earth's atmosphere and 
descend over seemingly random 
locations including Devon. 

US Army Colonel Weber 
(Forest Whitaker) leads the 
American response and he 
recruits emotionally scarred 
linguistics expert Dr Louise 
Banks (Amy Adams) to decipher 
a code used by the visitors. 

Banishing painful memories of 
her young daughter's death, 
Louise aligns with military 
scientist Ian Donnelly (Jeremy 
Renner) to unravel the conun¬ 
drum, while the CIA, led by Agent 
Halpern (Michael Stuhlbarg), 
considers the terrifying possibil¬ 


ity that we are in the calm before 
an intergalactic war. 

As nations grow nervous, 
especially General Shang (Tzi 
Ma), chairman of the People’s 
Liberation Army in China, Louise 
and Ian take potentially lethal 
leaps of faith to better understand 
the aliens' intentions. 

Meanwhile, Captain Marks 
(Mark O'Brien) and other 
subordinates under Weber's 
command debate a show of force 
against the extra-terrestrials. 

Anchored by Adams' mesmer¬ 
izing performance, Arrival is a 
stylish tale of grief and self-sacri¬ 
fice that uncoils beautifully. 

Pacing is deliberately pedes¬ 
trian, cranking up tension as 
flawed characters wrestle with 
agonizing questions of mortality. 

The two visible aliens - affec¬ 
tionately referred to as Abbott 
and Costello - are a triumph of 
digital wizardry that doesn't 
distract from the script. 

In Villeneuve and Heisserer's 
all too recogniseable world, at 
the very moment we discover we 
are not alone, we have never 
been further apart.

Donald Trump to the White 
House, it was anger: the 
simmering rage of everymen 
and women across America, 
fed up with the self-serving 
political establishment. 

Indignation also percolates 
beneath the surface of 
American Pastoral, a 
1960s-set suburban drama 
about a radicalized girl, 
whose actions tear her 


family apart. 

Directed by Ewan 
McGregor, who unwisely 
casts himself in a lead role 
with a wavering American 
accent, it's a film that should 
deliver an emotional wallop.

Revealed: Ely is the 
UK's posh car capital 


D RAMATIC differences in 
the values of cars offered 
to dealers across Britain 
are highlighted in a new study 
revealing Ely in Cambridgeshire as 
the UK's posh car capital. 

The analysis, by Wizzle.co.uk 
- a consumer car selling service 
- also reveals Rhondda, in the 
Welsh valleys, as the place where 
motorists sell more cheap and 
cheerful cars than anywhere else. 

Although the most expensive car 
currently advertised on Wizzle is a 
£76,000 Lamborghini Gallardo in 
London, it's Cambridgeshire where 
motorists are offering the highest 
average value cars for sale. 

With an average asking price 
of £36,358, motorists across 
Cambridgeshire are typically selling 
cars worth twice as much as drivers 
in neighbouring regions such as 
Norfolk, Suffolk and Lincolnshire. 

But it's the Welsh valleys where 
the most cheap and cheerful 
motors are on offer, with the 
crown taken by Rhondda Cynon 
Taf where average values rarely 
reach four figures. That's where 
the cheapest car for sale on Wizzle

- a £500 nine-year-old Ford Ka - is 
currently offered. 

The study also reveals that 
motorists in Birmingham, Leicester 
and Leeds are most switched on 
to the idea of selling their car for 
cash, rather than part exchanging 
it. In contrast, Scots and motorists 
in Wales are the least likely to go 
online for a cash sale. 

Wizzle founder Sebastien Duval 
said: "We decided to analyse the 
values of cars advertised around 
the country when somebody 
uploaded details of their 
Lamborghini Gallardo to sell. We 
wanted to test our assumption that 
the capital would be where all the 
best cars are offered. 

"So it came as a surprise to find 




that Cambridgeshire was where 
the most expensive vehicles are 
being sold on Wizzle. 

"Despite the appearance of a 
Lamborghini on our site, London 
actually falls somewhere in the 
middle of our national car values 
range, some way behind places 
like Hampshire, Gloucester, 
Shropshire and even the Isle of 
Wight. In fact, London doesn't 
even make the top ten in terms of 
posh cars on sale. 

"On the other side of the coin 
it seems to be Scotland and Wales 
where the cheaper cars tend to 
be most commonly offered, with 
the cheapest being in the valleys 
of South Wales. Interestingly that 
also coincides with our finding 


that fewer cars in general are 
being offered for a cash purchase 
in Scotland and Wales too."
